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General: Precipitation in the form of rain and
snow fell over much of the state last week,
according to the USDA, National Agricultural
Statistics Service, North Dakota Field Office.
Harvest of late season crops had seen good
progress prior to the precipitation event which
slowed fieldwork, but also replenished topsoil
moisture supplies in many areas. Statewide,
on average, there were 5.2 days suitable for
fieldwork. Topsoil moisture supplies were
rated 39 percent very short, 40 short, and

11 adequate. Subsoil moisture supplies were
rated 42 percent very short, 42 short, and

16 adequate.

Crops: Harvest of corn advanced

27 percentage points to 63 percent harvested
by week’s end, ahead of 7 percent last year
and and the five-year (2007-2011) average of
5 percent. Ninety percent of corn raised for
silage had been chopped. Harvest of
soybeans was approaching completion,
coming in at 93 percent by Sunday night.
Thirty-seven percent of the sugarbeet crop had
been harvested, ahead of 17 percent last year,
but slightly behind 40 percent on average.
Virtually all the sunflower crop had bracts turn
brown while 33 percent was harvested,
compared with 4 percent last year and

5 percent on average.

Livestock: Pasture and range conditions
were rated 37 percent very poor, 29 poor,

27 fair, and 7 good. Stockwater supplies were
rated 26 percent very short, 40 short, and

34 adequate.
